MOSQUITOES BITE LIKE 
DOGS IN GREENLAND 


Eastern Strip Under Dispute 
| Uninhabited but Traces of 
Village Found. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, July 13.—The 


thin strip of lard on Greenland’s 
east coast, which both Norway and 
Denmark claim is derecribed by the 
National Geographic Society as 
uninhabited and choked ty ice for 
most of the year, 

It was a setting, however, for 
one of the mysteries of the North. 
Capt. Robert <A. Bartlett, Arctic 
explorer, found the remains of a 
once flourishing village of Eskimos 
on Shannon Island, at ‘he north- 


ern end of the stretch by Norway, 
when he visited it in 1929. 

In the ruins of about 40 stone 
houses he found household and 
hunting implements and even the 
toys of children. They seemed to 
have been laid aside momentarily, 
but they threw no light on why 
their owners left, never to return. 

The National Geographic dee 
scribes the region as a section 
pierced by deep inlets, surrounded 
by rocky islands, with glaciers in 
the background crowding down to 
the water's edge. 

The cold is extreme in winter 
but in summer the ground becomes 
so warm that the native musk 
oxen hunt patches of snow fof ree 
lief. Along with the warmth, howe 
ever, comes swarms of giant mose 
quitoes. Capt. Bartlett said they 
bite Hke dogs. The strip abounds 
in wild life. Besides swarms of 
geese, ducks and other birds, there 
are large numbers of Arctic hares, 
polar bears, foxes and other fur- 
bearing animals,

Dr. Ivan Lee Holt in Radio 
Forum Advocates Digni- | 
fied Appeal. 


Competitive advertising of 
churches, with the use of such 
terms as “best choir,” “greatest 
church,” and “heart of the city,” 
was decried by the Rev. Dr, Ivan 
Lee Holt of St. John’s Methodist 
Church; who answered questions 
on the church and the ministry in 

yesterday's Communly Forum 
broadcast. 

Advertising is necessary, Dr. Holt 
said, and the church and the min- 
ister who do not use it will not be 
known, hut church advertising 
should be dignified, not cheap and 
competitive, 

To the question, “Do the women 
of the congregation take up too 
much of the minister's time and 
thought?” Dr. Holt replied: 

“The women’s organizations in 
the church make possible the 
church's program. The women do 
much of the work and carry on 
the family religious tradition. RBe- 
cause they can give more time dur- 
ing the week than men, the church 
is sometimes called a woman's 
church. The minister must often 
be at women's meetings, but every 
minister I know, is just as con- 
cerned about seeing the men. In 
fact, I think he spends more time 
in trying to see the men than in 
seeing the women of the church. 
The women make the home and 
the church is closer to the home 
than to the office; it is natural 
that the minister should see much 
of the women of the church.” 

Dr. Holt spoke in favor of hot- 
weather church services, regard- 
less of the size of the congrega- 
tions; said that a minister must be 
a joiner and a mixer, but should 
not carry this to extremes; that an 
oversupply of candidates for the 
ministry had followed the recent 
shortage; that ministers should 
have a comfortable living, but 
should not be too comfortable to 
be prophets; and that the minis- 
ter should not speculate in stocks 
or bet on races. In listing his fa- 
vorite hymns, he named first, ‘‘Oh, 
Love That Will Not Let Me Go.”

JACOB GOLDSCHMIDT 
HAD METEORIC RISE 


Head of Closed German Bank 
Once on Board of 99 In- 
dustrial Concerns. 


By the Associated Press. : 
BERLIN, July 13.—The collapse 


of the Darmstaedter Und National 
Bank threw into prominence the 
mame of Jacob Goldschmidt, its 
managing director and long consid- 
ered one of the financial geniuses 
of Germany. 

At the age of 49 Goldschmidt 


was not only regarded as being 
chiefly responsible for the hitherto 


dustry. He was on the executive 
boards of more industrial concerns 
than any other German—$99 in all. 
These included the Hamburg 
American Line, the Steel Trust, 
General Electric, Lufthansa and 
various insurance and mining com- 
panies. 

As the second son of a Hanover- 
jan merchant, he rose from the 
humblest beginnings to eminence. 
Because he was one of seven 
children he couldn’t study law as 
he wished but had to earn his liv- 
ing as a beginner in the H. Op- 
penheimer Bank in Hanover. 

In 1907 he came to Berlin, 
where his rise to influence was 
meteoric. Successfully reorganizing 
the Nationa: Bank, he soon effect- 
ed a fusion with the Darmstaedter 
Bank. This bank soon forged to 
the head of all German monster 
banks. Through his efforts various 
industrial concerns which almost 
went bankrupt through post-war 
inflation were saved from rutin, 

First and Only Speech. 

In recognition of these services, 
Heidelberg University conferred on 
him an honorary degree of Doctor 
of Political Science in 1927. When 


met in Cologne in 1928 he made his 
first and only public speech on 
“tendencies in the development of 
German economy.” 

It was a huge success for Gold- 
schmidt has the faculty of stating 
his case lucidly but when invita- 
tions to make other addresses 
poured in on him, he sald: “7 
speak only every 30 years. Date me 


believer in individualism. 

Under German law for com- 
panies such as the Danat Bank, 
the Gesellschafter — proprietor or 
partner—is personally Hable for 
losses. This means that Gold- 
schmidt’s huge private fortune 
probably will be confiscated. It in- 
cludes one of the finest collections 
of ancient Oriental art in private 
hands anywhere, a costly collection 
of paintings and a beautiful castle 
with a large estate near Potsdam. 

Rare Flowers His Hobby. 
Here his hobby was a conserva- 
tory of rare flowers which he 
proudly displayed to all visitors. He 
was extremely fond of music, 
especially the violin, and regularly 
entertained after philharmonic 
symphony concerts. Among his 
many virtuoso guests were Yehudi 
Menuhin, Fritz Kreisler and Wil- 
helm Furtwaengler. 

The late Gustav S§tresemann, 
former Foreign Minister, was one 
of his closest friends but it wasn’t

Attorney-General Says Action of

TOPEKA, Kan., July 13.—De- 
nial that a bar had been placed on 
sale of certain Cities Service Co. 
stocks in Kansas was made today at 
a district court hearing of proceed- 
ings instituted by the concern to 
enjoin enforcement of a State 
Banking Department order with- 
drawing its approval of the securi- 
ties. 

Roland Boynton, State's Attor- 
ney-General, contended in oral ar- 
guments the action did not bar 
Cities Service stocks from sale in 
Kansas, 

The Attorney-General said the 
stocks, listed on the New York 
|! Curb Exchange, were placed by the 
Kansas securities statute because 
of this listing in an “exempt” 
classification, and that the action 
constituted a withdrawal of the 
stocks from that classification. 

“It then became,” he said, “‘the 
duty of the Cities Service Company 
to come before the Banking De- 
partment and file a statement to 
sell the stocks by registration or by 
qualification.” . 
\™Banking Department approval of 

ities Service stocks listed on the 
New York Curb Exchange, except 
the company’s first preferred, was 
withdrawn by Carl Newcomer, as- 
sistant bank commissioner in 
charge of Securities Department, 
on July 2 almost simultaneously 
with announcement by Representa- 
tives of Henry L. Doherty, New

S. O. Harper Avers Skeptic 
Who Attacked Design 

“Was Poorly Informed, 
Not a Geologist. 


By the Agrrcciated Press. 

DENVER, Colo. July 13.— 
Criticism of the. design of the 
Hoover Dam made by M. H. Gerry 
Jr., San Francisco consulting en- 
gineers, ‘“‘appears to be that of a man 
poorly informed and without many 
of the facts concerning its con- 
struction at his command,” 8. O. 
Harper of Denver, assistant chief 
engineer of the Federal Reclama- 
tion Service, said yesterday. 

“The design of the Hoover Dam 
is perfectly safe,’”’ Harper said. 
“Mr. Gerry’s criticism would not 
be deserving an answer if it had 
not appeared in the Civil Engineer- 
ing Magazine, official publication 
of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers.”’ 

Harper pointed out that Gerry’s 
criticism is based on two main 
contentions, the first being that 
the rock on which the dam is built 
is not a safe foundation for a 
structure of the type designed. 

“A technical answer to Mr. Ger- 
ry would have to be made in a 
technical publication,”’ Harper said, 
“but, so far as the general public 
is concerned, it might be well to 
point out that the sides of the can- 
yon in which the dam will be con- 
structed are nearly vertical, and 
have been so for millions of years.” 

Critic Not a Geologist. 

He said that if the rock were not 
or the kind to afford a good foun- 
dation for the dam, it would have 
weathered away, leaving a canyon 
of sloping wallg. It also might be 
pointed out, he said, that core drill- 
ings have been taken from the 
rock on which the dam will rest 
and have been submitted to the 
mcst exhaustive tests. 

“Mr. Gerry is not a geologist,” 
said Harper, “but some of the most 
eminent and conservative geologists 
in the country have examined the 
foundation rock and made. tests. 
Among those of reputation are 
Prof, F. ¥.. Ransome, Pasadena, 
Cal., and Charles P. Berker and W. 
J Mead of the Colorado River 
Board, a group of consulting ex- 
perts. They have expressed the 
belief the rock will make the fin- 
est kind of foundation for the 
dam.” 

Gerry’s second contention was a’ 
criticism of the dam _ itself. He 
states that a cross section shows it 
to be similar to the St. Francis 
Dam which went out in California 
several years ago, and says that no 
one knows how much additional 
strength is needed. 

“The cross section may be simi- 
lar to the St. Francis Dam,’’ Har- 
per explained, “so far as contour 
is concerned, but that dam had no 
provision for drainage as the Hoov- 
er Dam has. 

How PDrainage System Works. 

“The Reclamation Service,” he 
saig, “has not built a dam without 
drainage facilities for years. The 
drainage system consists of a se- 
ries of holes down through the 
dam. These take up the water 
which seeps under the dam and ex- 
cites the upward pressure. 

“The water rises in these holes 
and then.-is carried off by other 
vents leading to the face of the 
dam on the downstream side.”’ 

Harper declared the Reclamation 
Servige has had more experience 
in building dams than any other 
organization in the world and that 
none of those previously construct- 
ed has ever gone out. 

“We believe,” he said, ‘“‘that we 
know something about the uplift 
pressure regarding which Gerry 
speaks. The Reclamation Service 
also, wé believe, has through its 
many experiments answered the 
question of how much additional 
strength a dam Is given by mak- 


fing it of the arched design.” 


Harper said in further comment- 
ing on Gerry’s article that if $5,- 
000,000 would make the dam safe, 
providing it was not already so, 
there would be no hesitation in 
spending that sum since the entire 
project would cost about $165,000,- 
000, of which $75,000,000 will be for 
the dam proper.

Here are some recipes for sar- 


dine rarebit, for a plain and “sure” 
rarebit, for a “golden buck” and 
for a good salad that can be served 
with any of these to make a mést 
satisfactory meal. 
Never Fail Rarebit. 

“Never-fail rarebit” is the name 
of the first. To make it for four, 
cut a pound of soft American 
cheese in small bits. Melt two ta- 


|blespoons butter in a saucepan and 


stir in two tablespoons flour— 
measured level. When blended but 
not at all browned, stir in three- 
fourths cup rich milk. Continue 
stirring until very thick and 
smooth. Add the cheese, one tea- 
spoon dry mustard, a good dash of 
cayenne pepper, one teaspoon wor- 
cestershire sauce and salt to sea- 
son—about one teaspoon. Stir con- 
stantly until the cheese is melted. 
Stir in a little top milk if the rare- 
bit is too thick, though the cheese 
will thin as it melts. Serve as 
s00n as possible on thin toast or 
toasted crackers. 
Sardine Rarebit. 

Sardine rarebit is generally a fa- 
vorite, too. Use the plain sardines 
—that is, the ones canned in oil. 
If they are the skinned and boned 
variety so much the better, but as 
these latter are much more expen- 
sive than the smaller, plain ones, 
they are generally preferred. Espe- 
cially as for this recipe, the sar- 
dines are mashed or broken with a 
fork into small pieces. Use the 
recipe just given, using three- 
fourths pound cheese instead of a 
full pound. When the rarebit is 
done add the contents of a box of 
sardines, drained from the oil and 
mashed enough to break them. Re- 
heat and serve. One tablespoon 
tomato catsup may be added for 
additional seasoning.

Charles M. Duncan, owner of the 
Freehold, N. J., and Jeptha B. Dun- 
Freehold, N. J., and Jeptha B. Sun- 


can, publisher of El Tiempo in 
Panama: a sister, Mrs. Nora Meek, 
and a niece, Mrs. George Harbach, 
of Des Moines, Ia. 

Born near St. Joseph, Mo., Dun- 
can came to Panamain his 20s, 
arriving shortly after the P..nama 
Railroad between the two oceans 
was opened and while the isthmus 
was still a wilderness of swamps. 
When construction started on the 
ill-fated French Canal, he was 
one of four men who turned the 
first earth. They stood face to 
face with yplifted picks and drove 
them into the ground at a given 
signal. 

In the 1890s he left Panama and 
went adventuring through Central 
America.

NARCOTIC LIMITATION IDEAS 
OF U. S. ADOPTED AF GENEVA 


Thirty-Four Articles Adopted After 
Extensive Debate; Limitation of 
Raw Material Approved. 

By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, July 13.—The confer- 
ence on limitation of narcotics yes- 
terday adopted the draftf of a con- 
vention of 34 articles which was 
intensively debated by the delegates 
from 64 countries. 

The draft includes clauses which 
were advanced by the American 
delegation. They are limitation of 
raw material to factories, with in- 
ternational control of codeine and 
export of heroin abolished, except 
on Government authority. New 
drugs are deemed noxious until the 
contrary is proved. 

It was also agretd to permit re- 
serves of not exceeding 25 per cent 
of consumption estimates, based 
upon inventory control by Govern- 
ments, and to make obligatory the 
labeling of drugs. In the opinion 
of the American delegates, the 
agreement is t best possible at 
the moment and a considerable ad- 
vance over anything previous.

Poland’s dedication of a monument to Woodrow 
Wilson July 4 was a most appropriate tribute. More 
than any other non-Pole, he helped weld into a free 
country the fragments of Poland, ruthlessly parti-| 
tioned by three despots more than a century before. 
Polish independence was the thirteenth of Wilson’s 
14 points, and he fought a good fight at Versailles to 
bring it to realization. The world sympathized with 
This country, both by 
aiding Poland at the peace table and in spending mil- 
lions to succor her war victims; rejoiced to repay 
part of the debt it had incurred when Pulaski and 
Kosciusko helped our own struggle for independence. 
The history of Poland had been illustrious, though 
tragic, and her energetic people had produced a high 
culture and many distinguished scions. Hopes were 
great for Poland's career in the paths of democracy. 
Just now those hopes are disappointed. Poland 
has lost most of the sympathy she had a dozen years 
ago, for she has become a disturber of the European 
scene. Power has passed from the true Polish pa- 
triots to what E. Alexander Powell calls “a group 
of ambitious, predacious and unscrupulous men, main- 
ly army officers, who will stop at nothing to achieve 
their.ends.” Their chief is Pilsudski, one of the most 
relentless of Europe's dictators. The militaristic 
clique was the chief factor in the disillusioned with- 
drawal of Paderewski, Wilson's co-worker at Ver- 
sailles, from political life in his native land. The 
group has set aside Wilson’s point calling for self- 
determination of peoples by its harsh treatment of 
German, Ukrainian and Lithuanian minorities. 
League of Nations, created by another of Wilson's 
points, has often met surly defiance from the nation

But, under the pres- 
ent circumstances and in view of present 
conditions, have we any reason to believe 
that cancellation would be of any real 
benefét either to creditors or to debtors? 
What use would Europe make of the bene- 
fits flowing from cancellation? 

The American taxpayer is entitled to in- 
quire: Have we any assurance that a debt 
settlement will be so utilized as to be an 
economic advantage to the people through- 
out the world? 

When the great World War ended, every- 
body looked forward to the lifting of the 
crushing weight of armaments. It was rec- 
ognized by all that this was essential to 
the prosperity and happiness of all people, 
if not to the preservation of civilization. 
Germany was disarmed. In the treaty of 
Versailles was found the statement that 


the disarming of Germany was brought. 


about to render possible the initiation of 
the limitation of armaments of al] nations. 

Twelve years and more have passed. The 
pledge of the treaty stands unredeemed: in 
fact, it has been ruthlessly disregarded. 
The nations which were to initiate disarma- 
ment have initiated armaments on a larger 
scale than ever before. Armaments are 70 
per cent greater than before the war. In- 
deed, it has been said with much justifica- 
tion that Europe is an armed camp. The 
tax collector is searching every nook and 
corner of the different countries for some- 
thing to tax—a little more to be extorted 
from the overburdened people. For what 
purpose? Largely to increase armaments 

What reason, therefore, is there to doubt 
that, if the American taxpayer should con- 
clude to cancel these obligations, the bene- 
fit or advantage derived from such action 
would go to swell the budgets for more 
armaments? 

* . . 
The conditions with which Europe is 


wrestling and which tie her to her pro- 
gram of heavier and heavier armaments are 


conditions which debt cancellation would’ 


not and could not ameliorate. Before debt 
cancellation can be of any real value in bet- 
tering economic conditions in Europe, some- 
thing must be done in order that the effect 
of cancellation may reach the people. 
Would the cancellation of the debts make 
the treaties of Versailles and St. Germain 
any less objectionable, any more endurable 
to one-half of the population of Europe? 
Would it satisfy the German people in their 
insistent demand that Germany be un- 
shackled and given a place of responsibil- 
ity and equal rights with other nations? 
Weuld it in the least dispose of the border 
disputes and the , of minorities? 
How can Europe disarm under these con- 
ditions and until these problems are ad- 
justed? And how can Europe return to the 
arts, to industry. to the avocations of peace, 
so long as the European mind is vexed 
with fear and suspicion and the spirit of 
the victor obtains in one part and the hu- 
miliation of the vanquished in the other? 


Whatever may have been the necessity 


and the justification for the terms of the 
treaties at the time, nevertheless they were 
dictated treaties. They dealt with war and 
were written in the spirit of war. They 
were not written with a view to the work- 
ings of peace nor written in the interest 
of the economic recovery of al] Europe. 


New conditions have arisen. New treaty 
terms are regarded as essential to the resto- 
ration of economic health. Economic health 
is essential to disarmament. and peace. 
There can be no ‘permanent or durable 
peace that does not have its foundation in 
economic justice. Neither leagues nor pacts 
nor international courts can maintain peace 
when economic justice is absent. Instead 
of conditions improving, the situation 
grows more tense and the feeling on both 
sides deepens in bitterness. 

* * * 


When it can be shown that cancellation 
of debts would help to end depression, 
would bring relief and succor to the masses 
of Europe, would advance the cause of 
peace and serve the cause of humanity, it 
will not be difficult to get a hearing in 
the United States. No plan for cancellation 
yet proposed would send home one soldier 
or carry one loaf of bread to the hungry or 
remove or solve a single one of those ques- 
tions which are now vexing and tormenting 
and arming Europe. 

Cancellation, under the present situation, 
would be of some benefit to the private in- 
terests which have 17 billions in private 
loans in foreign lands. It would strengthen 
those who feel that the safety of Europe 
depends upon heavier armaments. But in 
lifting Europe out of her “depression or 
in bringing relief to those most in need, it 
would, under present conditions and un- 
der the present program, be of no service 
or help whatever. 

Why should armies and navies grow in 
spite of leagues and courts and peace pacts? 
Is the situation from the _ standpoint of 
armaments and the preparations for war 
any better than it was before the World 
War began? Are the burdens laid wtpon 
the people in the preparation for war any 
less than they were when the great World 
War was being fomented? What is the 
cause? What is the reason? 

Is it not because Europe is living under 
a public law which is based upon the prin- 
ciple of restraint, of repression, of circum- 
scribing and limiting the natural aspira- 
tions of peoples, and, therefore, always will, 
as such laws or rules always have, call for 
force, for military establishments, for ever- 
increasing armaments? Is not the doctrine 
of force the basie principle of the present 
policy as thoroughly as it was prior to the 
war? If there is to be no change, how 
can there be any reduction of armaments? 

If there is no remedy for this situation, 
then the arguments f@r cancellation based 
on the economic of Europe, upon 
mercy for the overtaxed and underfed, upon 
increasing the purchasing power of millions 
of people and creating thereby markets fer 
our manufacturers and our farmers, all fall 
to the ground. Every contribution toe that

It might 
almost seem that we are already 
too prosperous for comfort; but, 
of course, only experts, such as our 
great statesmen and captains of 
industry, can understand such 
things. 

What we need, the layman must 
be contented to believe, is another 
spell of unlimited production and 
unlimited consumption, every na- 
tion making all it possibly can of 
everything it can make and freely 
trading its unlimited industrial and 
agricultural products with aii the 
other nations who are doing the 
same thing without limit. There 
seems to be a joker in this propo- 
sition somewhere; but, surely, 
if there really were a joker our 
great statesmen would see it at 
once and act wisely without delay. 
Universal confidence in the propo- 
sition above indicated is undoubt- 
edly the ¢hief requisite. 

There are, naturally, important 
details needing immediate attention. 
Above all, the competing industrial 
nations positively must agree to be 
nice to each other, and never, never 
fight. They must think of each 
other as members of a great happy 
family. War, says Sir George, is, 
in our age, “unthinkable.” Irrever- 
ent persons might suggest that any- 
one who finds war unthinkable 
needs to have his thinker complete- 
ly overhauled. 

The greater portion of Sir 
George’s volume is devoted to a 
discussion of the war debts and the 
deadly effect they are having on 


world economy. Much of this 
should be illuminating to many 
readers. According to temper- 


ament, the situation, as presented, 
may be regarded as either amusing 
or tragic. For instance, the debtor 
nation cannot pay its creditor un- 
less the latter will freely admit the

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Smallpox 


NE of our Eastern cities is go- 


ing through an embarrassing 


and costly experience, the like 
of which threatens many other 
large and small communities in the 
country. 

A case of smallpox appeared, fol- 
lowed by others. To stem the dis- 
ease and prevent an epidemic, the 
health authorities were obliged to 
quarantine the entire section. 

Streets were roped eff and police 
guards placed to keep residents 
from leaving their quarters before 
being vaccinated, 

This may appear Hke arbitrary 
and cruel treatment, and undeouwbt- 
edly it inconvenienced many. 

But bitter experience has taught 
us that it is the only way in which 
a smalipox epidemic can be averted. 

Ten years ago a Midwestern city 
suffered an epidemic of smalipez, 
in which there were approximately 
1100 cases with 222 deaths. 

The last generations have forgot- 
ten how dreadful a disease smaii- 
pox is; but our forefathers knew it 
well. 

In 1752 Boston had a population 
slightly over 15,000. One-third of 
this population had had smallpox 
which 
broke out in that year. 

Out of the remaining population 
no fewer than 7669 developed 
smallpox. 

Our failure to appreciate the se- 
riousness of the disease tends to 
expose us to its epidemic develop- 
ment. 

In many communities there are 
a large number of unvaccinated 
persons, among whom smallpox 
may break out like wildfire. 

Everyone should be vaccinated. 
The process is safe. It is an effec- 
tive protection against the disease 
for a period of seven to 10 years. 

Babies should be vaccinated be- 
fore they are 8 months of age.
